The  following  pages  contain  all  of  the  data  that  I  hare 
collected  about  the  family  in  some  25  years  of  sporadic  search. 
It  is  written  in  the  briefest  possible  manner  inasmuch  as  I 
consider  this  preliminary  to  printing  a  complete  family  book, 
my  ultimate  objective. 

So  much  is  missing  that  it  does  not  seem  worthwhile  to 
attempt  a  finished  history  at  this  time.  The  BATEMAN  family  in 
particular,  even  though  I  have  used  that  name  for  the  booklet, 
is  traced  back  only  a  few  generations.  The  number  could  easily 
be  increased  to  many  more  if  only  a  gap  or  so  could  be  bridged. 
By  the  same  score,  a  lot  is  shown  on  the  HANSON  family,  but  the 
connection  of  our  line  with  most  is  not  known.  Somewhat  the 
same  is  true  of  other  branches. 

I  hope  that  this  small  effort  will  encourage  all  of  you 
to  look  up  what  you  have  about  the  family  and  send  this  along. 
You  or  some  of  your  near  kin  have  an  old  family  Bible  or  other 
family  record  containing  some  of  the  missing  information.  Ary 
new  data  will  be  helpful.  It  should  be  possible  to  trace  all 
branches  back  to  the  first  settlers  in  this  country  (to  the 
*old  country*  in  some  cases)  and  the  book  can  be  broadened  to 
cover  all  lines,  in-laws,  etc.,  however  remote. 

What  information  I  do  have,  was  supplied  by  members  of 
the  family  for  the  most  part,  and  grateful  acknowledgement  is 
herewith  extended  to  all  of  those  who  have  helped  so  much.  In 
return,  a  copy  of  this  booklet  is  being  sent  to  each  and  a  lim¬ 
ited  number  is  available  for  you  to  pass  on  to  others  of  the 
family  who  have  an  interest  in  this  subject.  Please  do  what 
additional  that  you  can  to  complete  the  record.  I  would  like 
to  have  any  comments,  corrections  and  additions  that  you  care 
to  make.

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BATEMAN 


Miss  Alice  May  Massengale,  Editor,  has  written  of  the  Bateman  family 
as  follows,  in  the  publication  "In  The  Forest  of  Family  Trees"; 

* The  name  Bateman  is  associated  with  early  English  history,-  Lord  Viscount 
Bateman’s  family  was  anciently  seated  at  Haisbrook,  near  St.  Osmers  in  Fland¬ 
ers,  and  thereof  was  Gyles  Bateman,  whose  son  Joas  settled  in  London.  His  son. 
Sir  James  Bateman,  was  sheriff  of  London  in  the  year  1701,  being  one  of  the 
directors  of  the  bank,  and  in  1710  was  chosen  a  member  of  Parliament  for  il— 
Chester  in  Somersetshire.  In  1714,  he  was  for  Eastlow  in  the  County  of  Corn¬ 
wall.  In  1717,  he  served  the  office  of  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  which  dignity  of 
the  chief  magistrate  of  the  chief  city  of  Europe  was  never  so  splendidly  main¬ 
tained  before.  He  was  a  benefactor  to  many  charitable  foundations,  such  as 
Christ’s  and  Greenwich  Hospitals.  In  1718,  he  was  appointed  sub-governor  of 
the  South  Sea  Company,  which  project  he  formed  in  Queen  Anne’s  reign  and  brought 
to  perfection. 

He  married  Esther,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Searle  in  Fincheyin,  the  county 
of  Middlesex.  She  lies  buried  at  Towting  under  the  north  side  of  the  altar. 

One  of  the  sons  married  a  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Chaplin,-  Judith;  a  daughter 
married  in  April,  1724  Thomas  Bouchier  of  Christian  MelforG.  Elizabeth  was 
first  married  *to  Mr.  Western  of  Ravenshall  in  Essex  by  whom  she  had  one  son  and 
two  daughters.  One  married  in  1734,  and  the  other  in  1735  married  John  Hanbury 
of  Kelmarsh,  in  the  County  of  Northampton.  She  married  the  second  time,  George 
Delisse. 

William  Bateman  married  Lady  Anne  Spencer,  only  daughter  of  Charles,  Earl  of 
Sunderland,  by  his  second  wife.  Lady  Anne  Churchill,  second  daughter  and  coheir 
of  John,  Duke  of  Marlborough,  and  his  Lordship  dying  at  Paris,  December,  1744, 
left  two  sons,  John  his  successor,  and  William  appointed  December,  1745,  cap¬ 
tain  of  a  ship  of  war,  and  April,  1752  chosen  member  of  parliament  for  Gratton 
and  Surrey.  John,  the  second  Viscount  Bateman,  in  1745  was  chosen  for  parlia¬ 
ment  for  Oxford  in  Suffolk,  and  to  the  late  parliament  for  the  borough  of  Wood- 
stock. 

Hugh  Bateman,  who  was  baptised  the  13th  of  March,  1554,  lived  in  1601  at 
Meadow  Plock.  He  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Sleigh  of  Hartington,  by 
whom  he  left  at  his  decease  in  1616  a  daughter,  Grace,  the  wife  of  George  Par- 
ket  of  Park  Hall,  in  Staffordshire,  ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Macclesfield,  and 
a  son,  his  successor. 

Richard  Bateman  of  Hartigan,  baptised  16th  of  January,  1586,  who  married  May, 
1614  Anne,  daughter  of  John  Be res ford  of  Alstonfield  in  the  County  of  Derby, 
ar»l  had  two  sons,  Hugh  of  Derby,  barrister  of  Gray’s  Inn. 

Robert  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Thorold  of  Marston,  dying  in 
1658  left  a  son  and  successor,  Hugh  Bateman  who  married  Mary,  Daughter  of  John 
Taylor,  gentleman  of  Derby.  He  left  a  son,  Hugh  Bateman,  who  inherited  the 
estate  of  Hartington  in  1731*  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheiress  of 
John  Osborne  of  Derby,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheiress  of  William 
Sacheverall,  Lord  of  the  manors  of  Boston  in  Nottinghamshire  and  of  Mo r ley  in 
Derbyshire.  He  left  a  son,  Richard  of  Derby  who  married  Catherine,  daughter  of 
William  Fitzherbert,  M.  P.  He  left  two  sons,  Hugh  and  Richard. 

Hugh  bate man  died  November  24,  1777  and  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson,  Hugh 
Bateman  of  Hartington  Hall,  bora  March  21,  1756  and  was  created  a  Baronet  Dec¬ 
ember  15,  1806.  He  married  Temperance,  daughter  of  John  Gisborne,  and  left  two 
daughters,  Catherine— Julianne  was  married  to  Edward  Delman  Scott,  eldest  son  of 
Sir  Joseph  Scott.  His  son,  Francis  Edward  Scott,  succeeded  his  maternal  grand¬ 
father  to  the  Baronetcy, 

Sir  Hugh  Bateman  died  March,  1324  and  was  succeeded  oy  his  nephew,  Richard 
Thomas  Bateman,  Esq.,  of  Hartington  Hail.

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•The  first  representative  of  this  family  in  America  was  John  Bateman  as 
recorded  in  Lord  Baltimore’s  rolls  of  the  various  counties.  Eight  hundred 
acres  called  Perry  Point  were  surveyed  for  John  Bateman  July  20,  1658.  In 
1662,  we  find  John  Bateman  secretary  of  the  council  at  the  province  sanc¬ 
tuary,  1 

Our  line  has  been  traced  back  to  Macon,  Georgia  where  Clabora  Bateman, 
the  earliest  known  of  our  ancestors  lived  before  moving  to  East  Texas  some¬ 
time  prior  to  the  Civil  War,  in  about  1855*  The  Massengale  sketch  copied 
above  was  supDlied  by  Clifford  Harris  Bateman  of  Macon;  probably  a  distant 
relative  judging  by  the  middle  name.  However,  his  line  is  not  traced  back 
to  the  John  Bateman  of  Lord  Baltimore’s  rolls  nor  has  the  connection  between 
our  families  been  established. 

Blackstone  Harris  Bateman,  1838-1923,  served  in  the  Confederate  Army, 
and  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  War  Department,  Washington,  D.  C. ,  has 
this  record  of  his  Civil  War  service : 

•The  records  show  that  one  B.  H.  Bateman,  not  shown  as  Blackstone  Harris 
Bateman,  a  private,  Co.  B.,  3rd  Regiment,  Texas  Cavalry  (also  known  as 
Capt.  R.  H.  Cumby's  Company,  South  Kansas  Texas  Regiment  Mounted  Volunteers) , 
Confederate  States  Army,  enlisted  4  Nov.  1861  at  Keetsville,  Mo.,  and  was 
discharged  28  June  1862  at  Priceville,  Miss.,  on  surgeon’s  certificate  of 
disability.  He  again  enlisted  in  the  same  organization  16  Jan.  1863  (also 
shown  as  11  Jan.  1863)  at  Henderson,  Texas,  and  the  company  muster  roll  for 
May  and  June,  1864  last  on  file  shows  him  present.  His  name  last  appears  on 
a  report,  dated  16  March  1865,  of  casualties,  in  Maj.  Gen.  Forrest’s  Cavalry 
Corps,  in  the  Tennessee  Campaign,  during  the  months  of  Nov,  and  Dec.  1864, 
which  bears  the  remarks  “Wounded  severely,  arm  and  back”*  No  later  record 
of  him  has  been  found. 

His  personal  description  is  shown  as  follows:  Bom  in  Crawford  County, 
Georgia,  aged  23  years,  occupation  farmer,  dark  eyes,  black  hair,  fair  com¬ 
plexion,  height  5’  11" •  1 

His  grandmother  was  kidnapped  when  a  child  by  the  Indians  and  reared  by 
an  Alabama  Chief  as  his  own.  She  was  returned  to  her  people  by  an  exchange 
of  captives.  Tecumseh  was  the  Chief’s  name  (evidently  not  the  Tecumseh  of 
Ohio  Valley  history  because  he  visited  in  Alabama  only  briefly;  did  no  fight¬ 
ing  nor  raiding  there,  apparently)  and  that  is  supposed  to  be  the  origin  of 
the  name  Tempy  in  our  family  -  a  name  generally  assumed  to  be  a  contraction 
of  the  word  temperance. 

Benjamin  Franklin  Bateman,  son  of  Blackstone  Harris  Bateman,  sent  along 
a  clipping  from  the  local  newspaper  which  is  quoted  as  follows: 

•ANOTHER  OLD  CITIZEN  GONE’  Mr.  Blackstone  Bateman,  one  of  Rusk  County’s 
oldest  citizens,  passed  away  Sunday  afternoon  in  Henderson  at  the  home  of 
his  daughter,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Lacey,  Mr.  Bateman  was  bom  in  1838  and  came  to 
Rusk  County  with  his  father  in  about  1855  and  settled  seven  miles  northeast 
of  Henderson.  In  1866  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Montgomery 
and  early  after  his  marriage  moved  to  Lawsorrville  where  he  remained  until 
a  few  years  ago  when  the  old  home  was  broken  up.  He  was  a  Confederate 
Soldier  and  served  throughout  the  struggle,  being  a  member  of  Company  B, 

3rd  Texas  Cavalry,  Ross  Brigade.  Blackstone  Bateman  was  for  many  years 
recognized  as  one  of  the  leaders  of  every  movement,  socially,  religiously, 
politically,  for  the  advancemeht  of  his  community,  county  and  state.  He 
belonged  to  that  class  of  citizenship  that  is  fast  passing  away,  the  men 
who  cleared  the  forests  and  laid  the  foundation  for  our  glorious  civil- 
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ization;  men  who  sacrificed  and  toiled  that  their  posterity  night  enjoy 
happiness  and  the  pursuits  and  freedom  of  American  citizenship.  Mr. 

Bateman  was  an  honorable,  upright  Christian  man  in  every  walk  of  life 
and  the  memory  and  influence  of  such  lives  will  last  until  eternity. 

Funeral  was  held  Monday  afternoon  at  New  Prospect,  conducted  by  Rev. 

R.  L.  Wood,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Henderson.  The  dec¬ 
eased  is  survived  by  three  daughters  and  three  sons:  Jfessrs.  Clabe 
Bateman  of  Diboll;  Ben  Bateman  of  Beaumont;  Blackstone  Bateman  of  Guthrie, 
Okla.;  Mrs.  Bonnie  Henry  of  Shreveport;  Mrs.  J.  W.  Lacey  of  Henderson; 

Mrs.  F.  M.  Richards  of  Beaumont.' 

Blackston  Joe  Bateman,  1879-1947,  was  only  fifteen  when  his  Mother 
died,  and  his  older  sister  Mamie  took  care  of  the  home  until  he  was  nine¬ 
teen.  He  worked  in  the  sawmill  at  Diboll  until  he  was  twenty  two,  then 
went  to  Memphis,  Term.,  to  study  to  become  a  physician.  Limited  finances 
and  a  change  of  laws  which  increased  medical  educational  requirements, 
caused  a  change  in  plans.  He  went  to  Tyler,  Texas  and  graduated  from  Prof. 
Byrne's  Business  College  when  aged  twenty  two  and  a  half.  He  travelled  for 
that  school  for  several  years  (meeting  Miss  Zuleika  Jenkins  Hanson  in  Grove, 
marrying  her  in  1904)  and  then  moved  to  Guthr5.e,  Oklahoma  in  1906  to  operate 
a  business  college  for  Prof.  Byrne,  Later  spent  some  time  in  the  unsuccess¬ 
ful  development  of  a  machine  for  the  dry  separation  of  gold  from  dirt,  an 
idea  of  Dr.  Vandervoort,  Homeopathic,  who  had  lived  in  the  mining  country 
near  Salt  Lake  City.  Then  entered  the  oil  business,  as  both  operator  and 
lease  broker,  and  continued  at  this  for  the  remainder  of  his  business  life. 
He  felt  keenly  the  loss  of  his  properties  in  the  depression  of  the  1930's 
and  his  life  was  undoubtedly  shortened  because  of  this. 


HANSON 

A  lot  has  been  written  about  this  family  because  of  John  Hanson,  who 
was  President  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled;  sometimes  called 
the  'First  President'  of  our  Country.  The  name  has  been  traced  back  to  1251, 
to  Roger  de  Rastrick  (or  Rastnick)  living  in  Halifax  County  (or  Parish)  in 
England.  A  descendent  seven  generations  later  in  1330  was  John  de  Rastrick, 
whose  father's  name  was.  Henry  -  hence,  Hans'  son  or  Hanson.  The  first  came 
to  America  from  Sweden  in  1642,  settling  in  Delaware  and  later  moving  to 
Maryland . 

»  — 

Our  line  was  established  in  this  country  by  James  Massey  Hanson,  an 
Episcopal  Minister  who  emigrated  from  the  Province  of  Holstein  in  Holland  (?) 
about  1820  and  settled  in  Washington,  D.  C.  (Accordingly,  'The'  John  Hanson 
is  not  an  ancestor  as  his  forebears  came  to  this  country  nearly  200  years 
sooner.)  One  son  is  known,  Henry  Furlong  Hanson,  1822-1870,  who  attended 
Carlisle  College  (now  Dickenson  College)  at  Carlisle,  Pa.  He  was  in  the 
Granraar  School  in  1835^36  and  again  in  1836-37*  He  graduated  from  an  English 
University  in  London.  In  184 2,  he  moved  to  Texas  and  married  Charlotte  Weems 
Slade,  the  eldest  Slade  daughter  -  a  sister  of  Henry  Clinton  Slade,  Jr.,  of 
Washington,  an  only  son,  who  attended  Carlisle  College  about  the  same  time  as 
Henry  Furlong  Hanson.  That  is,  according  to  Adelia  Hanson  Perry,  although 
Whitfield  J.  Bell,  Jr.,  College  Historian  places  the  date  as  1838-39,  a  couple 
of  years  later.  Mr.  Bell  included  in  his  March  15,  1951  letter  the  following 
interesting  information  about  the  school: 

'The  Grammar  School  was  operated  in  those  days  as  a  part  of  the  College;  it 
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was  designed  to  prepare  young  men  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  at 
Dickenson  College  or  some  other  institution.  The  curriculum  consisted 
of  Emerson’s  arithmetic,  English  grammar  and  reading  including  Caesar, 
Cicero  and  Virgil,  and  Greek  grammar  and  reading,  including  the  histor¬ 
ical  books  of  the  New  Testament.  Students  must  be  14  years  old  to  be 
admitted  to  the  Grammar  School.  Tuition  cost  324.00  a  year  and  board 
396.00.  He  is  listed  as  coming  from  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  he  lived  in 
the  Grammar  School  Building. ' 

Henry  Furlong  Hanson  was  bookkeeper  in  Mr.  Underwood’s  store  in  East 
Columbia,  Texas  from  1845  to  1861,  and  some  of  the  ledgers. kept  by  him 
were  still  at  the  store  in  1925.  He  was  in  the  Confederate  Army,  a  member 
of  the  band,  was  wounded  and  never  fully  recovered,  dying  in  1870  at  the 
age  of  48.  The  records  of  the  Adjutant  General  in  Washington  are  incomplete 
and  read  in  part 

* ...  served  as  a  private.  Captain  H.  H.  Goode’s  Cavalry  Company,  Col. 
Bate’s  Command  (which  subsequently  became  Captain  Goode's  Company,  Waller's 
Regiment  Texas  Cavalry),  Confederate  States  Any,  No  record  has  been  found 
of  the  date  or  place  of  his  entry  into  service.  His  name  appears  only  on 
the  Company  return  for  the  month  of  Seprember,  1864, 

His  untimely  demise  worked  a  severe  hardship  on  the  family  as  only  the  two 
oldest  children  were  of  age  and  the  youngest  barely  3  years  old. 

Henry  Franklin  C.  Hanson,  1853-1927,  (Christened  Henry  Clinton  Slade 
Hanson  according  to  the  family  Bible.  Why  he  changed  his  name  is  not  known 
but  the  C.  was  not  added  until  his  son  Henry  Franklin  Hanson  became  grown. ) , 
fourth  of  the  Henry  Furlong  Hanson  children,  was  17  when  his  Father  died, 
and  his  education  was  limited  because  of  this.  He  worked  for  his  Brother- 
In-Law,  Capt.  Jenkins  who  sailed  ships  along  the  coast  and  up  and  down  the 
Mississippi  River,  and  later  married  and  settled  in  Southwestern  Arkansas. 
Moved  to  Minden,  La.,  and  spent  the  balance  of  his  life  in  that  vicinity, 

moving  several  times.  He  was  a  storekeeper  and  farmer,  and  lived  comfort¬ 

ably.  He  owned  the  places  where  he  lived,  selling  out  and  buying  in  another 
location  when  it  suited  his  purpose.  The  land  he  owned  at  his  death  is 
still  held  by  his  heirs. 

Zuleika  Jenkins  Hanson,  the  eldest  of  the  children  of  Henry  Franklin 
C.  Hanson,  lived  near  Prescott,  Ark.,  until  she  was  7  years  old,  then  moved 
into  Prescott  to  live  for  2  years.  Then  to  Arkadelphia  where  she  lived  un¬ 
til  she  was  about  15.  Went  to  Ouachita  Baptist  College  there  and  later  at¬ 

tended  Byrne's  Business  College  at  Tyler.  She  married  Blackston  Joe  Bateman 
in  1904. 


STEWART 

This  line  has  been  traced  back  to  Joshua  D.  Stewart,  merchant,  who 
was  born  in  Missouri  in  1802;  in  what  part  of  the  state  is  not  known.  His 
wife  Mary,  was  born  in  Illinois  in  1812.  Their  son,  Noah  Webster  Stewart, 
bom  in  Rome,  Clark  Co.,  Ark.,  June  25,  1832,  our  ancestor,  was  the  second 
of  seven  children.  His  Great  Grandmother  was  captured  by  Indians  (Choctaw-?) 
and  married  one  of  them,  so  Noah  Webster  Stewart  had  one-eighth  Indian  blood. 

Noah  'Webster  Stewart  served  in  the  Confederate  Army  and  his  Civil  War 
record  as  related  by  the  Adjutant  General  is: 

'...  a  1st.  Lieut.,  (New)  Company  F,  6th  Regiment  Arkansas  Infantry,  Con¬ 
federate  States  Amy,  entered  the  service  19  July  (also  shown  as  16  July) 
1861  at  Arkadelphia,  Arkansas;  was  assigned  to  duty  as  1st.  Lieut.  16  June 
1862;  was  promoted  Captain  20  November  1862  and  transferred  to  Company  I, 
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12th  Regiment  Arkansas  Infantry  -between  25  November  1862  and  13  January  1863 
as  Captain.  Union  Prisoner  of  War  Records  show  that  he  was  captured  9  July 
1863  at  Port  Hudson,  Louisiana;  imprisoned  at  New  Orleans,  Louisiana;  Fort 
Columbus,  New  York  Harbor;  Johnson's  Island,  Ohio;  Point  Lookout,  Maryland; 
and.  Fort  Delaware,  Delaware,  where  he  was  released  12  June  1865  having  sub¬ 
scribed  to  an  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  United  States.  His  personal  descrip¬ 
tion  at  that  time  is  as  follows:  Dark  complexion,  dark  hair,  dark  eyes, 
height  6'  2j",  and  residence,  Clark  Co.,  Arkansas.' 

The  Arkansas  History  Commission  has  this  record  (some  dates  are  a  little  dif¬ 
ferent  than  those  given  above )- 

'The  true  war  record  of  N.  W.  Stewart,  taken  from  our  Confederate  files,  is 
as  follows:  N.  W.  Stewart  -  P.  0.,  Hope  and  Fulton,  Hempstead  County.  1st 
Lieut.,  elected  June  16,  1862.  Enlisted  Co.  F  -  Lafayette  Guards,  Co.  A, 
Arkadelphia,  June  10,  1861;  officer  receiving.  Col.  Gantt.  Honorably  disch¬ 
arged  June  16,  1865.  Was  in  6th  Ark.  Infantry,  12th  Arkansas  Volunteers; 
Regimental  officers  were  Col.  R.  Iyon  and  Capt.  E.  C.  Jordan.  Died  November 
20,  1904. 1 

Mary  Eliza  Stewart,  Noah  Webster's  third  child,  was  bom  in  Clarksville, 
Texas  although  the  rest  of  the  children  were  bora  in  Southwest  Arkansas.  She 
was  born  during  the  Civil  War  and  several  of  the  families  had  gone  to  Clarks¬ 
ville  as  they  felt  it  would  be  safer  there  than  in  Arkansas  where  there  was 
considerable  fighting. 

The  Stewarts  are  of  Scottish  ancestry,  and  considerable  has  been  written 
about  this  family.  The  Encyclopedia  of  Biography,  1928,  Page  204,  states  that 
a  John  Stewart  was  the  first  to  come  to  America  and  that  was  in  1723.  (  A 

Stewart  Family  crest  is  shown  in  that  book.)  Descendants  were  living  in  Ken¬ 
tucky  as  early  as  1766  and  our  ancestors  may  have  been  among  then,  as  in  moving 
Westward,  a  number  of  Kentuckians  settled  in  Missouri  and  Arkansas.  No  definite 
connection  has  so  far  been  found. 


WEEMS 

David  Weems,  1706-1779,  was  the  first  of  our  line  to  come  to  America. 

That  was  sometime  prior  to  1722,  He  was  a  member  of  the  noble  Werayss  family 
of  Scotland.  (One  record  spells  this  Wemz,  which  indicates  other  than  Scottish 
ancestry)-  see  below. 

Our  noted  ancestor,  Nason  Locke  Weems,  1759-1825,  made  a  place  in 
history  as  related  in  the  following  biographies: 

'Weems,  Wemz,  Mason  Locke,  American  Protestant  Episcopal  Clergyman:  b.  Mary¬ 
land,  about  1760;  d.  Beaufort,  S.  C.,  23  May  1825.  He  began  the  study  of 
medicine,  but  gave  it  up  and  went  to  London,  where  he  was  educated  for  the 
clerical  profession,  but  found  no  Bishop  in  England  to  admit  him  to  Holy  Orders. 
There  was  then  no  Anglican  Bishop  in  America,  and  the  professional  plans  of 
Weems  were  obstructed  by  peculiar  difficulties.  (For  an  account  of  them  consult 
McMaster's  'History  of  the  People  of  the  United  States'  Vol.  1.)  Returning  to 
this  country,  he  preached  at  different  places,  apoarently  never  having  a  reg¬ 
ular  charge,  although  it  has  been  said  that  the  rectorship  of  Mt.  Vernon  Parish 
(there  was  no  such  parish)  was  held  by  him  before  the  Revolution,  as  claimed 
by  himself ;  also  that  he  officiated  in  the  old  Pohick  Church,  of  which  Washing¬ 
ton  was  an  attendant,  which  indeed  he  may  have  done,  but  not  until  long  after 
Washington's  attendance  there  had  ceased.  About  1790  he  became  a  book  agent 
for  Mathew  Carey  (Q.V.)  and  travelled  thru  the  South  selling  works,  some  of  . 
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which  were  Ms  own.  He  made  himself  popular  by  exercising  his  talents  for 
comedy  and  his  skill  with  the  violin,  probably  diverting  (and  thru  his 
sermons)  exhorting  the  people  by  turns.  A  book  of  his  own  writing  which  he 
offered  for  sale  was  ‘The  Drunkard's  Looking  Glass'  (6th  Ed.,  1818).  His 
'Life  of  Washington'  by  which  he  is  best  known,  first  appeared  in  1800,  and 
during  the  19th  century  the  number  of  it's  editions  exceeded  70.  The  trad¬ 
itional  conception  of  Washington  rests  mainly  upon  this  book,  as  do  the 
story  of  the  cherry  tree  and  other  anecdotes  which  the  historians  reject, 
most  of  which  first  appeared  in  the  5th  Edition  (1806).  His  other  publica¬ 
tions,  all  more  or  less  tawdry  and  innacurate,  include  'Life  of  General 
Francis  Marion'  (1805);  'The  Philanthropist'  (10th  Ed.,  1809);  'God's  Revenge 
Against  Gambling'  (3rd  Ed.,  1816);  'Life  of  Benjamin  Franklin  with  Essays' 
(1817);  'Life  of  William  Penn'  (1819);  'Hymen's  Recruiting  Sergeant'  (7th  Ed., 
1821);  and,  'The  Bad  Wife's  Looking  Glass'  (2nd  Ed.,  1823).' 

From-  'The  Encyclopedia  Americana'  (1949)  Volume  29,  Page  158. 

A  second  biography  is  quoted  in  part: 

'Weems,  Mason  Locke  ( c. 1760-1825 ) .  American  clergyman,  known  as  'Parson' 
Weems,  etc...' 

From- 'Double day's  Encyclopedia '  (1939)  Volume  X,  Page  387. 

A  third  one  has  this  to  add: 

'Weems,  Mason  Locke  (Oct. 11,  1759-  May  23,  1825),  Episcopal  clergyman,  book 
agent,  writer,  was  bom  at  'Marshes  Seat',  near  Herring  Bay,  Anne  Arundel  Co., 
Md,,  nineteenth  child  of  David  Weems,  and  the  youngest  by  his  second  wife, 
Esther  Hill  Weems,  His  father,  reputedly  of  the  noble  Scottish  family  of 
Wenyss,  emigrated  before  1722,  and  with  kinsfolk,  founded  the  Weems  family, 
today  spread  throughout  the  South.  Of  Mason  before  early  manhood,  nothing  is 
definitely  known,  though  there  are  picturesa^ue  legends  of  varying  credibility. 
In  1783,  when  abroad,  he  was  in  correspondence  with  John  Adams  and  Benjamin 
Franklin,  then  respectively  at  the  Hague  and  in  Paris,  concerning  the  obs¬ 
tacles  to  ordination,  the  British  Law  still  requiring  the  oath  of  allegiance; 
this  however,  being  abrogated  in  August  1784,  by  Act  of  Parliament.  Weems 
and  Edward  Gantt,  Jr.,  were  the  first  candidates  to  receive  Anglican  ordina¬ 
tion  for  service  in  the  U.  S.  Ordained  Deacon  Sept.  5,  1784,  by  the  Bishop 
of  Chester,  Weems  was  admitted  to  the  priesthood  a  week  later  by  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Canterbury.  Returning  to  Maryland,  he  served  from  1784  to  1792  in 
All  Hallows  and  St.  Margaret ' s  Parishes.  In  1791,  he  began  reprinting  a 
series  of  improving  books,  by  Robert  Russell,  Hugh  Blair,  Lewis  Comaro,  Capt. 
Henry  Wilson,  Hannah  Mere,  Mrs.  Helme  and  Henry  Brooke. 

*0n  July  2,  1795,  he  was  married  to  Frances  Ewell,  dau,  of  Col.  Jesse  Ewell, 
and  sister  of  James  Ewell  (Q.V.)  and  settled  her  amidst  her  people  in  Dumfries, 
Va.,  where  their  ten  children  were  bora.  He  thereafter  continued  and  extended 
his  wanderings,  which,  as  a  seller  of  books,  and  after  1794  as  Mathew  Carey's 
agent,  led  him  for  31  years  up  and  down  the  Eastern  seaboard  from  Mew  York 
City  to  Savannah,  including  the  nearer  hinterland  of  Pennsylvania.  This  agency 
lapsed  only  two  intervals-  first  when  he  preached  in  several  Virginia  Parishes, 
notably  at  Pohick  Church( thereby  laying  the  only  basis  for  his  claim:  ’ Formerly 
Rector  of  Mt.  Vernon  Parish',  first  printed  in  a  book  title  in  1809),  and 
again  later  when  he  ' subs criptionee red'  for  John  Marshall's  'Washington'.  First 
and  last  he  step- fathered  a  goodly  number  of  weighty  works  by  Oliver  Goldsmith, 
William  Guthrie,  William  Burkit,  James  Hervey,  Edward  W.  Montagu,  William  Coxe, 
Henry  Hunter,  and  others,  besides  Carey's  edition  of  the  Bible,  first  suggested 
by  Weens,  who  while  making  very  large  sales  continued  to  offer  ideas  for  embel¬ 
lishing  the  successive  issues.  In  these  as  well  as  in  his  editings,  compilings, 
writings,  and  letters,  he  showed  a  knowledge  of  Biblical  and  general  literature 
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which  evinced  wide  and  interested  reading.  He  practiced  as  well  as  pro¬ 
claimed  a  passionate  faith  in  the  value  of  ’good  books’,  and  from  his  let¬ 
ters  alone  no  impression  is  clearer  than  his  own  belief  that  by  circulating 
such  he  was  still  doing  God's  work,  having  merely  transferred  his  activities 
from  the  pulpit  to  a  wider  mission  field. 

*By  179*9,  in  his  ’Philanthropist’,  and  in  1802,  in  his  ’True  Prophet',  he 
was  preaching  a  political  doctrine  which  is  twin  brother  to  theological 
universalism.  The  bent  then  discovered  toward  a  solvent  of  pervasive  love  as 
a  cure-all  and  end-all  for  every  ill  of  human  existence  grew  on  him,  while  in 
his  'Hymen’s  Recruiting  Serjeant’  (2  pts.,  c.1799)  -  of  which  excerpts  are 
found  in  almanacs  of  about  1800-  he  tinctured  his  sentimental  and  vital  sta¬ 
tistics  with  magnificent  buffoonery.  This  empirical  chemistry  makes  a  master¬ 
piece  of  what  by  a  stretch  of  tolerance,  may  be  called  his  ’magnus  opus'.  The 
Life  and  Memorable  Actions  of  George  Washington  (c.  1800)  as  also  his  'Life 
of  General  Francis  Marion  '  (1809),  both  being  early  examples  of  the  supposed¬ 
ly  ultra-modern  fictionalized  biography.  The  former  one  in  its  first  version 
which  was  issued  anonymously,  although  inveighed  against  by  many  judicial 
historians  or  gored  to  tatters  by  those  of  less  controlled  temperament,  was 
the  second  best— seller  of  its  day,  and  held  its  own  thru  over  70  accredited 
and  varying  editions,  including  5  in  German  (1800-1827).  In  it-s  5th  edition 
(1806),  the  hatchet  and  cherry-tree  story  first  appeared  in  book  form.  Both 
of  these  books,  if  taken  with  an  adequate  supply  of  salt,  may  still  delight 
the  palate.  The 'Life  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin’  (1815),  founded  largely  on 
the  immortal  autobiography,  and  the  'Life  of  William  Penn’  (1822)  are  not 
such  stimulants  to  historical  bile  as  their  precursors ,  are  of  neither  int¬ 
erest  or  value.  Probably  the  springs  of  Weem’s  fancy  had  been  diverted  into 
his  moralizing  tracts:  'God's  Revenge  Against  Murder'  (1807),  'God's  Revenge 
Against  Gambling  (c.1810),  'The  Drunkard's  Looking  Glass'  (c.1812),  'God's 
Revenge  Against  Adultery'  (1815),  'God’s  Revenge  Against  Duelling'  (1820), 
and  the  'Bad  Wife’s  Looking  Glass’  (1823).  His  letters  (1784-1825)  compare 
more  favorably  with  any  in  American  annals,  in  their  self-revelation,  spon- 
teneity,  mother-wit,  and  racy  English,  besides,  in  their  book  lists,  throw¬ 
ing  valuable  light  on  the  taste  of  the  reading  public  of  his  day.  In  them, 
as  by  common  report,  we  learn  that  he  passed  his  days  in  a  whirl  of  febrile 
excitement,  whether  without  or  within,  never,  until  the  end  of  his  laborious 
life,  flagging  in  energy  or  zest.  He  died  at  Beaufort,  S.  C.,  where  his  re¬ 
mains  were  removed  for  re-interment  at  his  home,  Bel  Air,  near  Dumphries,  Ya.' 

Mason  Locke  Weems,  1759-1825,  had  10  children.  Two-  Dr.  Mason  Locke 
Weems  Jr.,  and  Charlotte  Ewell  Weems,  married  a  sister  and  brother;  Ascenith 
and  Henry  Clinton  Slade.  The  latter  was  our  ancestor;  he  and  his  wife,  Char¬ 
lotte  Ewell  Weems,  moved  to  Texas  in  1840,  following  Dr.  Weems  Jr.,  who  had 
moved  there  in  the  early  1830' s.  Henry  C.  and  Charlotte  Slade  had  3  children 
of  record.  One  of  these,  Charlotte  Weems  Slade,  1825-1890,  married  Henry 
Furlong  Hanson,  1822-1870. 
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Dear  Kinfolk: 

Nearly  9  years  ago  the  First  Printing  of  the  BATEMAN  FAMILY  booklet 
was  sent  to  the  printers.  Considerable  new  information  about  the  Family 
has  been  slowly  accumulated,  sufficient  to  justify  a  new  printing.  5u^ 
not  enough,  especially  about  the  Bateman  line,  to  suggest  more  than  another 

booklet  like  the  first. 


Additions  in  this  include:  More  about  the  Bateman,  Ewell,  Harris, 
Montgomery,  Slade,  Stewart  and  Weems  families.  More  also  about  the  Hanson 
family,  but  not  enough  to  connect  our  line  with  the  John  Hanson  sometimes 
called  'First  President  of  the  United  States'.  Added  is  the  Ball  family 
showing  our  relation  to  George  Washington  (I  am  his  2nd  cousin,  7  times 

removed.) 


New  charts  have  been  added  to  show:  Principal  lines  of  descent. 
Relationship  with  British  Royalty.  Outline  used  to  obtain  memberships  in 
DAft  (my  daughters)  and  SAR.  A  map  showing  family  emigrations  prior  to  the 
War  between  the  States.  The  Vital  Statistics  section  includes  everything 
in  the  First  Printing,  however,  the  charts  in  the  front  and  the  interesting 
information  about  certain  branches  at  the  back  of  that  booklet  are  omitte  . 

None  of  the  data  represents  the  results  of  my  own  investigation  or 
research.  Recorded  here  is  what  I  have  learned  from  others  who  have  done 
the  work.  They  include:  Mrs.  IXipuy  Bateman  (whose  name  appears  on  page 
3A),  Miss  Kate  Stanger  (page  8),  Mrs.  Lon  Smith  (page  1A),  firs.  Harlow 
Sanders  (page  19)  and  others  who  wrote  about  their  own  immediate  families. 
Special  credit  is  reserved  for  'La  May'  -  Mrs.  John  Quincy  Adamson  -  who 
has  done  a  great  amount  of  research  about  her  family  lines  and  has  shared 
the  results  for  inclusion  in  this  booklet.  She  is  named  on  page  o. 


Recognition  should  also  be  given  to  those  active  in  the  annual 
Weems-Cayce  reunions  in  Texas  who  inspire  a  continuing  family  interest; 
to  George  Edson  who  is  the  Stewart  Family  authority.  Editor  of  the  monthy 
'Stewart  Clan  Magazine';  and  to  the  late  T.  K.  Jones,  Editor  in  his  life¬ 
time  of  the  'Shackelford  Clan  Magazine'. 

One  day  I  may  have  enough  additional  facts  to  fill  a  book  about 
the  family.  If  not,  possibly  someone  else  may  print  one  for  us,  such  as 
Mrs.  Maiy  Lewis  Ulmer  in  Houston  who  knows  quite  a  lot  about  the  Bateman 
family.  In  the  meantime,  I  hope  that  you  find  this  booklet  of  interest.
